.; SHARKEY’S PLUCK 

In the third round. Sharkey 
pluckily attempted to make a 
fight of it, catching Louis on the 
face. with 2 left hook. 

The Negro, however, “re- 
plied with a hard right and 
| then knocked Sharkey clean 
through the ropes for a count 

of 8 ; 

The ex-champion clambered 
pack into the ring, but almost 
immediately afterward Louis, 
with a rasping left to the jaw, 
sent Sharkey to the canvas. for 
the full count after the round 
had progressed 62 seconds.—

FIFTH KNOCK-OUT 

Sharkey won the world _ title 
‘|when he secured a doubtful points 
decision over Max Schmeling in 
New York City on June. 6, 1932, 
but lost it in his - first defence, 
Primo Carnera knocking him out 
in six rounds. in New York City 
on June 29, 1933. - He has been 
knocked out. five times in the 
course of 58° ‘fights—by Romero 
Rojas, Jack. Dempsey, Primo 
. \Carnera, Max Baer and Joe Louis. 

SURPRISE DECISION 

Jack Sharkey hrs not been fea- 
tured in a big: fight since his en- 
lforced retitement from the ranks 
of the heavyweights, when he lost
